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Millionaire’s ex-wife in 
landmark’ court case

A COURT case during which the 
ex-wife of a millionaire vet from 
Newmarket was told to “just get 
on with it” and “get a job” by the 
judge as she tried to stop cuts to 
her maintenance payments has 
national significance, the case so¬ 
licitor has said. 

Tracey Wright went to the Court 
of Appeal to stop her ex-husband, 
Ian Wright, making an applica¬ 
tion to cut spousal payments to 
her. 

Mr Wright applied to stop the 
£33,200 payments to Mrs Wright 
over five or six years, but would 
continue to provide the £41,800 
for his children’s school fees. 

And while Mrs Wright argued 
that losing the £33,000 would 
cause a “plummeting standard 
of living”, Judge Lynn Richards 
told her last year that she should 
“just get on with it”, a view shared 
by Lord Justice Pitchford at the 
Court of Appeal. 

Matt Clemence, head of family 
law at Newmarket firm Edmond¬ 
son Hall, in Exeter Road, repre¬ 
sented Mr Wright and believed 
this would change rulings on 
cases in the future. 

Mr Clemence told the News : 


“The Lord Justice Pitchford in 
the Court of Appeal suggested 
it starts a general principle that 
there is now an expectation that 
a spouse in receipt of the money 
cannot rely on it for life. 

“Where spouses have the skills 
and are able to work, there is an 
expectation on that party to find 
work in time. 

“This case sets a precedent and 
is a judgement to be welcomed 
across the family law profession. 
It is a significant change in how 
lawyers should approach marital 
claims.” 

He continued: “This is a case 
that will be relied upon that will 
affirm decisions. There seems 
to be a change of stance and it 
seems the Court of Appeal said 
that spouses who are able to 
work, and when their children 
reach year two, there will be an 
expectation for them to be finan¬ 
cially independent.” 

He added: “Ian has been try¬ 
ing to negotiate and resolve this 
matter without it damaging their 
children. There was no euphoria 
when it was over. He hopes this 
matter is now closed and Tracey 
can accept the decision.”

Council approves 
safeguard moves 

THE district council has approved plans which 
will allow it to safeguard and potentially buy the 
Queensbury Lodge site.

We would like to achieve this by working with the 
owner. If this is not possible, however, the council 
is unfaltering in its conviction that we will take the 
necessary action ourselves, to deliver the best for 
the people of Newmarket.” 


Women jailed 
for robbery

TWO women, one from New¬ 
market, have been jailed and 
a third received a suspended 
sentence after a robbery in 
which the victim was allegedly 
beaten with a golf club. 

Jane Lander, 49, who had 38 
previous convictions involving 
77 offences, was also convicted 
of intimidating a witness after 
she made threats against the 
victim at an earlier court hear¬ 
ing. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard the victim had lost con¬ 
fidence after the incident and 
had moved away from the area. 

Jane Lander, of St Catharine’s 
Square, Cambridge, was jailed 
for a total of sixyears for the rob¬ 
bery and intimidating the wit¬ 
ness and received concurrent 
sentences for attempting to 
smuggle drugs to her son, who 
was in custody. Two suspended 
sentences for theft were also 
activated. 

Sadie Fuller, 29, of St An¬ 
thony, Newmarket, was jailed 
for three years for the robbery 
and had earlier been cleared of 
intimidation. 

Ceri Lander, 27, of The 
Grove, Cambridge, was given a 
two-year suspended sentence 
for robbery. She was also or¬ 
dered to carry out 200 hours of 
unpaid work, was put on a cur¬ 
few, given 12 months’ supervi¬ 
sion and told to take part in a 
women’s emotional well-being 
programme. 

They had denied the charges 
but were convicted after a trial.

The court heard that 
the victim had visited 
Ceri Lander’s home in Au¬ 
gust 2013 but the meeting 
turned nasty when others 
arrived and she was alleged¬ 
ly assaulted with a golf club 
and had property, including 
a handbag and a post office 
card, taken. 

At a later court hearing 
Jane Lander and Fuller were 
said to have threatened the 
victim, saying she was a 
“dead woman walking.” 

The two women had de¬ 
nied being present at the 
robbery and Ceri Lander 
said she had been present 
but had not taken part. 

Charles Kellett, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Jane Lander had 
also admitted two offences 
of attempting to supply her 
son, an inmate at Peterbor¬ 
ough prison, with a heroin 
substitute and cannabis. 
She was also in breach of

two prison sentences for 
shoplifting. 

Raj Joshi, for Jane Lander, 
said she felt strongly that 
her involvement in the in¬ 
cident had not happened 
in the way the court had 
heard. 

He said Lander, who had 
a long history of drink and 
drug use, was acting as a 
“misguided” mother when 
she tried to supply her son 
with drugs. 

Jonathan Masters, for 
Fuller, said the robbery was 
unplanned and followed an 
argument. 

He said the sadness was 
that Fuller had committed 
the offence after 12 months 
of successfully putting her 
life back together. 

Charles Snelling, for Ceri 
Lander, said she only had a 
peripheral role in what hap¬ 
pened and lacked previous 
convictions.

Millionaire’s 
former wife 
told by judge 
‘to get a job’ 


A JUDGE has slammed the ex-wife of a mil¬ 
lionaire racehorse surgeon, saying she has 
no right to be “supported for life” at his ex¬ 
pense. 

Tracey Susan Wright, 51, chose not to be a 
working mum when she split up with equine 
surgeon Ian Malcolm Wright in 2008. 

After 11 years of marriage, the couple’s 
£1.3m, seven-bedroom home, in 16 acres of 
countryside, was ordered to be sold and the 
proceeds split. 

Mrs Wright came away with a £450,000, 
mortgage-free, house in Newmarket plus 
stabling for her horse and her daughters’ 
ponies. 

Her ex-husband was also ordered to pay 
her and the two children £75,000 a year in 
maintenance and school fees. 

Last year Mr Wright, 59, protested it was 
not fair that he be expected to keep support¬ 
ing his ex-wife indefinitely, whilst she made 
“no effort whatsoever to seek work.” 

The Court of Appeal has now rejected her 
challenge to the decision to slash her future 
maintenance. 

As part of the divorce, Mrs Wright, who 
lives with her youngest daughter, 10, was 
handed £75,000 yearly, £33,200 being spous¬ 
al maintenance for personal upkeep. 

Judge Lynn Roberts last year agreed there 
was no reason why Mrs Wright had not done 
any paid work in the six years since the di¬ 
vorce.

She said: “Vast numbers of women with 
children just get on with it and Mrs Wright 
should have done as well. 

“I do not think the children will suffer if 
Mrs Wright has to work, and indeed a work¬ 
ing mother at this stage of their lives may 
well provide them with a good role model. 

“I reject her other reasons relating to re¬ 
sponsibilities for animals, or trees, or house¬ 
keeping. Mrs Wright has made no effort 
whatsoever to seek work or to update her 
skills. 

“It is essential. . . that she starts to work 
now,” 

The judge ordered maintenance pay¬ 
ments from her ex-husband must cease, 
gradually tailing off over five years leading 
to his retirement. 

Mark Johnston, for Mrs Wright, said caring 
for a 10-year-old, with their older daughter 
at boarding school, “is an inherent restric¬ 
tion on her ability to develop any kind of 
earning capacity in the next five years.” 

He warned the order would cause “a 
plummeting in the standard of living” of the 
youngest child. 

Upholding Judge Roberts’ ruling, Lord 
Justice Pitchford said it was “imperative” 
she worked. Lord Justice Pitchford said “the 
order was never intended to provide the wife 
with an income for life.” 
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Woman jailed for supplying 
wraps of heroin in town

A YOUNG woman who was caught de¬ 
livering illegal drugs to Newmarket has 
been jailed. 

Saffron Harley, 21, was arrested when 
police with a warrant searched an ad¬ 
dress in the High Street on June 26 last 
year. 

On Friday, Ipswich Crown Court 
heard that Harley had admitted to offic¬ 
ers that she was in possession of drugs 
“down below.” 

Prosecuting, Juliet Donovan said 
Harley then produced a golf-ball sized 
package from inside her underwear. 

The package was found to contain 
19 wraps of heroin and crack cocaine, 
ready for street dealing, said Miss Do¬ 
novan. 

Harley was arrested and admitted 
that she was at that time on bail for oth¬ 
er offences. 

A further 17 wraps of heroin were re¬ 
covered by police during a search of the 
address. 

Miss Donovan said that Harley had 
previously been arrested in connection 
with two offences of allowing her bank 
account to be used by fraudsters and 
the possession of Class A drugs with in¬ 
tent to supply in Bury St Edmunds. 

Harley, formerly of Chedburgh and 


now living in Edmonton, London, 
pleaded guilty to three offences of pos¬ 
session of Class A drugs with intent to 
supply and two offences of money laun¬ 
dering. 

Defending, Stephen Dyble said Har¬ 
ley had been “utterly used” by a man in 
an abusive relationship after a difficult 
start in life having spent time at a young 
age in a care home. 

Mr Dyble said that Harley had trav¬ 
elled to Newmarket to deliver drugs on 
the orders of a dealer after she had lost 
another consignment when she was ar¬ 
rested by undercover police officers in 
Bury St Edmunds in May 2013. 

Mr Dyble told the court: “She was un¬ 
der the influence of someone who was 
strong and dominant when she was, in 
effect, weak and helpless. She was al¬ 
most like a puppet directed by someone 
else.” 

Although she had used Class A drugs 
in the past, Harley was now clean of 
them, said Mr Dyble. 

He said that her involvement in drug 
supply had been due to coercion. 

Harley was sentenced to 28 months in 
prison. 

Mr Recorder Martyn Levett told her 
that by helping to distribute illegal 
drugs, she had been perpetuating “mis¬ 
ery and crime” among users.

FURTHER HIGHWAYS STRAT¬ 
EGYMEETING 

Following the recent public 
meeting at the Jubilee Centre in 
Mildenhall, at which local resi¬ 
dents put forward their own ideas 
of what the parish council should 
be considering in enhancing fur¬ 
ther its highways strategy, the 
council’s special working party 
met again last Tuesday to consid¬ 
er the results. 

Many of the proposed ideas were 
similar to the ones which the 
working party had devised, based 
on members’ own experiences 
within the town and the adjacent 
village areas. For example, sev¬ 


eral of those attending the Jubilee 
Centre meeting clearly support¬ 
ed the need for additional road 
crossings or changes to some of 
those already installed, together 
with improved signage and road 
markings. After discussion, the 
working party concluded that the 
best way to proceed was not to 
have an over ambitious shopping 
list to take forward but to con¬ 
centrate on certain basic matters. 
In this way, it is hoped that dur¬ 
ing scheduled discussions in late 
March with county councillors, 
the Suffolk Constabulary and the 
Highways Department, there will 
be approval of ideas behind which 
everyone can line up as matters of 
urgency which will improve the 
locality. 

LAST FORUM OF THIS YEAR 

The village hall at Barton Mills, 
near Mildenhall, was the venue 


last Wednesday evening, Febru¬ 
ary 18, for another session of the 
“town & parish forum’’, arranged 
by officers of Forest Heath District 
Council [led by cabinet member 
Cllr Robin Millar), which has for 
some months been paying close 
attention to the planning regime 
utilised by the district council. 

The councillor-members, drawn 
from a good number of the towns 
and parishes in the district, have 
been working hard with the plan¬ 
ning officers in an attempt to 
produce an agreed, legal, under¬ 
standable and proper method of 
dealing with planning applica¬ 
tions, on which it is the district 
council’s duty to adjudicate, all in 
line with governmental directives. 
Last week’s meeting was slightly 
out of the usual, in that the chair¬ 
man had asked specifically for ad¬ 
ditional items to be on the agenda 


e.g. on the audience’s views on the 
future closure of RAF Mildenhall; 
on the work of the rural Coffee 
Caravan; on the criteria for Local¬ 
ity Budget Funding, particularly 
for the smaller parishes in the dis¬ 
trict. 

In addition, there were the cus¬ 
tomary town and parish updates 
on activities undertaken in their 
own localities. Mr. Millar, sup¬ 
ported by several planning office 
staff, then finally produced a draft 
of the long-awaited “memoran¬ 
dum of understanding”, which 
members - having discussed it 
in its constituent parts in recent 
months - will now take back to 
their councils and, hopefully, gain 
their comments and, if possible, 
their approval before the next 
meeting of this body

Appeal after cyclist 
hurt in hit-and-run 
with motorcyclist 

THE wife of a cyclist who was injured by a mo¬ 
torcyclist in a hit-and-run accident is appealing 
to anyone who witnessed the crash or knows 
anything about it to come forward. 

Tracey Hart’s husband Ian Bloomfield was cy¬ 
cling home from work at around 3pm on Tues¬ 
day, February 17, when he was in a collision with 
a motorcyclist. 

Police and an ambulance attended the scene, 
on the B1506 near Kentford, and Mr Bloomfield, 
54, was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

It was initially thought that Mr Bloomfield 
might have a serious head injury, but doctors 
discovered that he was concussed and had se¬ 
vere bruising to his shoulder and arm. They be¬ 
lieve he may also have fractured his elbow. 

Ms Hart, 52, said when she saw her husband 
in hospital he was completely disoriented. “He 
didn’t know who he was, he didn’t know where 
he was,” she said. 

He went home, to Cotton End Road, Exning, 
after being dicharged from hospital at around 
10pm that evening. 

He is unable to remember the accident. “He’s 
black and blue,” said Ms Hart. “The right side 
of his body looks like a truck’s run over him. He 
can’t lift his right hand.” 

Mr Bloomfield’s injuries mean he cannot re¬ 
turn to his job as a maintenance man at Lan- 
wades Stud until he has fully recovered. 

Ms Hart is hoping the motorcyclist, or some¬ 
one who knows about the incident, will come 
forward. “It’s the thought that someone just left 
him there,” she said. “I just can’t believe it.” 

Anyone who saw the crash happen or has any 
information about the incident should call Suf¬ 
folk Police on 101, quoting CAD 271 of Tuesday, 
February 17. 


Hope for users 
of dial-a-ride

TWO charity organisations 
are “hopeful” that they will 
be able to set up a replace¬ 
ment dial-a-ride service. 

The Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
(FACT) and The Voluntary 
Network in Newmarket say 
they are in discussions about 
what community transport 
services they could provide 
in East Cambridgeshire after 
Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride folds 
at the end of March. 

A majority vote at the char¬ 
ity’s AGM on February 17 
was to wind the organisation 
up and to transfer the service 
to FACT and The Voluntary 
Network, which run similar 
community transport ser¬ 
vices in their areas. 

The decision has proved 
controversial among us¬ 
ers and staff at the charity, 
which has been running for 
12 years, and the trustees 
have been accused of not 
allowing members to have 
enough say. 

But speaking last week, 
Ruth Rogers, its chair, insist¬ 
ed the decision was a “ma-

jority vote by members”. She 
added: “It’s very sad. I feel for 
the members and staff. 

“Sadly, I think it is inevita¬ 
ble that some staff will lose 
their jobs but I am confident 
that the Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
and The Voluntary Network 
in Newmarket will work to¬ 
gether to provide a similar 
service to Dial-a-Ride in the 
Ely area.” 

District councillors Gareth 
and Pauline Wilson, who 
represent Haddenham ward, 


have been campaigning for 
more funding for Dial-a- 
Ride for years, and say they 
are “very sad” that the char¬ 
ity will be closing. 

However, Mr Wilson has 
been elected onto the board 
of trustees and Mrs Wilson 
said: “Gareth wants to make 
sure that the transfer of the 
service is carried out prop¬ 
erly and that our vulnerable 
adults are not left high and 
dry without any transport, 
and confined to staying 
home every day for the rest 
of their lives.” 

Caroline Robinson, man¬ 
ager of The Voluntary Net¬ 
work in Newmarket, said: 
“We are now in discussions 
with FACT about the future 
of dial-a-ride services in the 
Ely area. 

“We operate a similar ser¬ 
vice in our areas so I am 
hopeful we will be able to 
provide similar to what Ely 
Soham Dial-a-Ride did.” 

Speaking about the deci¬ 
sion to close the charity, Mr 
Wilson said: “It was a very 
sad day, but although we 
have lost the organisation 
we have hopefully saved the 
service.”

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US crash pilot radioed: 
‘Dude, I’m getting out’

A PILOT who ejected from a US fighter jet 
moments before it smashed to the ground 
radioed a colleague to say “Dude, I’m getting 
out”. 

The pilot plunged from 6,000ft before the 
F15-D jet from RAF Lakenheath crashed into 
a field near Spalding in Lincolnshire last Oc¬ 
tober as it was returning to its Suffolk base. 

Fortunately the US pilot ejected from the 
plane safely before the accident, which oc¬ 
curred close to a primary school. 

US Department of Defense documents re¬ 
veal the £28.6 million jet went into a flat spin 
at 15,000ft above sea level. 

A technical sergeant, who was sitting in 
the back seat of another jet, said he was left 
“very shaken”. 

In transcripts of an interview he gave in¬ 
vestigators, he said: “After 6,000ft, number 2 
[the pilot from the crashed jet] basically said 
‘Dude, I’m getting out’.” 

The information was revealed in docu¬ 
ments released after a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request. 

Residents nearby had to be evacuated and 
children who attended the local primary 
school received bravery awards following the 
incident on October 8. 

A cordon was put in place by police and 
the public were told to avoid the area be¬ 


cause when it first crashed, the plane was 
alight and there were fears the fumes could 
be hazardous. 

At the time, the 48th Fighter Wing tweeted: 
“We can confirm that one of our jets went 
down north of the base in Lincolnshire. The 
pilot ejected and is safe. 

“We are very relieved that the pilot was 
able to eject. Our pilots train for every emer¬ 
gency to mitigate damage and injury. We 


hope they never have to use it but we’re glad 
they have it.” 

An Accident Investigation Board report 
into the crash is yet to be released. 

The MoD’s clean-up bill was revealed to be 
£393,235. The USAF will cover 75 per cent of 
the cost. 

The pilot, who had been on a training ex¬ 
ercise at the time with two aircraft, escaped 
the accident with minor injuries.

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Callum to cycle the globe 


INSPIRATIONAL fund¬ 
raiser Callum Fairhurst is 
gearing up for his biggest 
and most testing chal¬ 
lenge to date - a cycle 
ride around the world. 

Callum, 17, has an¬ 
nounced that he is go¬ 
ing to be cycling across 
the globe this summer in 
memory of his brother, 
Liam. 

Liam was just 10 years 
old when he was di¬ 
agnosed with cancer. 
He sadly lost his battle 
with the disease in 2009, 
but during that time 
he raised a staggering 
£340,000 for children’s 
cancer charities. 

Not long after his 
death, the Fairhurst

everything from skydives 
to rowing challenges. 

But in July, a couple 
of days after he has fin¬ 
ished his exams, he will 
be flying out to Australia 
to embark on the experi¬ 
ence of a lifetime. 

Callum, who is calling 
the challenge the ‘World 
Cycle’, said: “I’m going 
to be cycling around 
18,000 miles and hope to 
achieve that within eight 
months, although that 
might be a bit ambitious. 

“I’m going to start in 
Australia and basically 
cycle the world. I’ll be 
going to New Zealand, 
Indonesia, Singapore, 
Malaysia, Thailand, the 
whole of Europe and 
then Canada and the 
United States. 

“A couple of people will 
be joining me for certain 
parts of the ride but we’ll 
have no back-up vehicles 
or anything - it’ll be just 
us, our bikes and what¬ 
ever we need to survive. 

“I first thought of this 
idea after reading about 
someone equally as sil¬ 
ly scaling the world in 


search of an incredible 
adventure, whilst try¬ 
ing to break the world 
record. A few years later 
the world cycle record 
stands at something un¬ 
believably ridiculous, 
so I’m not trying to beat 
that.” 

Callum is hoping to 
raise at least £100,000. 
The money will go to the 
Liam Fairhurst Founda¬ 
tion and numerous char¬ 
ities that help people in 
the countries he will be 
visiting, including Free 
The Children in India. 

He said: “Liam inspired 
me and on Thursday he 
would have celebrated 
his 20th birthday. 

“In his final moments 
I made a promise to him 
that I would live a bril¬ 
liant life and try to help 
others whilst doing it. 
This challenge is ticking 
both of those boxes.”

AN “INADEQUATE” health trust has 
been placed into special measures. 

The NHS Foundation Trust cov¬ 
ering both Suffolk and Norfolk was 
found to have “serious problems” 
in an inspection towards the end of 
2014 - and now work will begin im¬ 
mediately to improve services. 

Monitor, the regulator for health 
services in England, made the deci¬ 
sion last week. 

It will “attach” an improvement 
director to the trust and set a num¬ 
ber of other procedures in motion. 

The Care Quality Commission 
rated the trust “inadequate” in its 
report following an inspection in 
October, and suggested that special 
measures may be necessary. 


Michael Scott, chief executive of 
the Norfolk and Suffolk NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, said: ‘Although disap¬ 
pointing, it is not a surprise to us, 
coming as it does after the CQC’s 
recommendations made in January. 

“But as we made clear then, we 
recognise we need to improve the 
care we provide and we need to 
carefully manage our finances to a 
healthier position.” 

Being placed in special measures 
means that the trust will be buddied 
with another NHS trust, and that a 
quality improvement plan will be 
developed for it to follow. 

Mr Scott welcomed the “addition¬ 
al support” being provided to the 
trust, and also added that “every sin¬ 
gle member of staff” will play their 
part in the improvement.

RESEARCH at an animal trust 
near Newmarket could change 
the way cancer is discovered and 
treated in dogs. 

The Animal Health Trust (AHT) 
at Kentford is carrying out re¬ 
search on how best to diagnose 
and treat cancer in dogs, with sci¬ 
entists evaluating how biopsies 
can be changed in the future. 

The Kennel Club Cancer Cen¬ 
tre, on the AHT site, is able to offer 
surgery, chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy for pets all in one place. 

So far, more than 130 dogs from 
20 breeds with 15 types of cancer 
have been treated at the Ken¬ 
nel Club Cancer Centre since it 
opened in 2012. 

The current study is looking 
at uveal melanomas - the most 
common eye cancer in dogs that 
currently means their eyes are 
removed for testing, even if they 
may not have the disease. 

New research hopes to put an 
end to having to have the eye re¬ 
moved, and instead may mean 


other ways of diagnosis are found. 

Professor Steve Dean, Kennel 
Club chairman, said: “The num¬ 
ber of dogs already helped by the 
centre is extremely encouraging 
and we look forward to further 
strides it is taking in terms of re¬ 
searching and treating cancer in 
dogs.” 


The centre was opened earlier 
than planned thanks to a £1.5 mil¬ 
lion loan from the Kennel Club. 

Prof Dean added: “The Kennel 
Club Cancer Centre at the Animal 
Health Trust carries out remarka¬ 
ble work to benefit dog health and 
we are glad we were able to assist 
by providing the loan.”

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Man is sent to 
jail for attack

AN attacker who left his 
victim with a broken jaw 
following an incident in 
Newmarket town centre has 
been jailed. 

Steven Lambert, 24, 
lashed out as Glenn Ban¬ 
nister tried to calm an argu¬ 
ment between him and an¬ 
other man, Ipswich Crown 
Court was told. 

Mr Bannister, who had 
been waiting with Lambert 
for a taxi in the High Street 
in the early hours of August 
1 last year, was struck in the 
face when he touched Lam¬ 
bert on the elbow during an 
attempt to defuse the situ¬ 
ation, said Godfried Duah, 
prosecuting. 


The court heard that Mr 
Bannister was knocked to 
the ground by the blow and 
Alex Vellar, the man with 
whom Lambert had been 
arguing, was also punched 
by Lambert and stumbled 
backwards. 

Police were alerted after 
the incident was witnessed 
on Newmarket’s CCTV sys¬ 
tem. 

Mr Duah said that as 
Lambert left the scene, Mr 
Bannister followed asking 
why he had been punched 
and was again attacked. 

The attacks left Mr Ban¬ 
nister suffering from frac¬ 
tures to his jaw and chin. He 
later underwent surgery to 
insert a metal plate and to 
have his jaw wired. 

Mr Duah said that a seri¬ 


ous brain injury incurred by 
Mr Bannister while playing 
rugby had left him vulner¬ 
able. 

Lambert, of Pinza Close, 
Newmarket, was jailed for a 
total of 18 months. He had 
pleaded guilty to assault 
causing grievous bodily 
harm, assault and posses¬ 
sion of ecstasy. 

Judge John Devaux told 
Lambert that the offences 
were so serious that only an 
immediate prison sentence 
was appropriate. 

In mitigation, Lindsay Cox 
said Lambert’s judgement 
may have been clouded be¬ 
cause he had been drinking. 

Lambert, who had ex¬ 
pressed remorse, was “very 
ashamed” of the way he had 
behaved, said Mr Cox.

‘The world mustn’t 


complacent about 

The past year Paulina Johnson has watched on, helpless, as the Ebola epidemic has ravaged her home country of 
Sierra Leone, leaving horror, despair and death in its wake. As the body count continues to rise, the mum of four tells 
Lydia Fallon why "we must not forget." 


E BOLA. One word. Five letters. A synonym 
for such unfathomable horror. 

We've all seen the news bulletins; stared 
at TV screens open-mouthed as this merciless 
disease sweeps through West Africa, leaving a 
deadly legacy. Men, women, children: Ebola 
stops for no one. It ruins lives, tears apart 
families, and leaves whole countries in ruin. 

Anyone with a heart couldn't help but be 
shocked by the plight of Guinea, Liberia and 
Sierra Leone, but, when it's your own country 
facing up to such devastation, your family facing 
infection, the fear is incomprehensible; the 
anger constant. As Paulina Johnson, a proud 
Sierra Leonean now living in Cambourne, 
describes. "When I think of Ebola it makes me 
feel sad, helpless, and sometimes angry. It's 
merciless and it's cruel," the 46-year-old says, a 
sense of foreboding in her words. 

"The saddest thing is when you see a child 
dying of Ebola, and when they die, the parents 
aren't even allowed to hold them. I recall when 
my premature baby daughter died, I was given 
time with her ... I can't even imagine the 
psychological effects of what they are going 
through." 

The Ebola outbreak began in a tiny village in 
Guinea in December 2013, with the death of a 
two-year-old boy called Emile who was suffering 
from diarrhoea and fever, and rapidly became 
the deadliest occurrence of the disease since 
its discovery in 1976. As of January 31, 8,936 
people have already lost their lives, a figure 
which continues to rise as each day goes by. 

Sierra Leone has been one of the worst hit of 
the West African nations, and Paulina's family, 
many of whom live in the capital Freetown, 
tell of a country falling apart at the seams: food 
and living prices have quadrupled, schools and 
workplaces have locked their doors and crime 
is rife. 

Paulina has been sending money to help, but 
is fearful of what the future holds. "I worry that 
my nieces and nephews will go off the rails with 
nothing to do. My nephew was robbed in a taxi 
and many young people are now getting into 
crime. I've had to think of alternatives for them, 
putting them into computer school, sending 
pocket money just to keep them occupied," she 
explains. 

"It's hard to understand where the hate is

coming from; it's not the Sierra Leone we knew. 
Our doors are always open; if we're sitting on 
the veranda someone will just walk in and say: 
'What have you got to drink?' But now everyone 
has to lock their doors. 

"When you meet a Sierra Leonean, the first 
thing we do when saying hello is to open our 
arms to embrace. That's why Sierra Leone is 
known in West Africa as the friendliest country. 
Now people are afraid to even hug someone." 

One part of the problem is awareness. The 
Sierra Leoneans, Paulina explains, are renowned 
for their laid-back attitude, and it's taken a while 
for the enormity of the Ebola crisis to hit home. 

"Initially my nephew didn't take it seriously 
'Oh Ebola it's not for us, it's for the people in 
the slums,' and I had to tell them 'No guys, 

Ebola doesn't pick; it's here and it kills.' 

"They have the attitude 'Oh well, let's get 
on with it' but I think that's starting to change, 
we're getting there slowly." 

Thankfully, none of Paulina's family has 
contracted Ebola, but the outbreak did mean 
she was unable to fly to Sierra Leone for 
her 94-year-old mother's funeral. "It was 
heartbreaking," says Paulina, simply. "We knew 
she was nearing death but we really didn't want 
her to die then because we wanted to go back 
to celebrate her life and we knew we couldn't. 

I never imagined I wouldn't even be at my own 
mum's funeral. It really knocked me for six." 

A devout Christian, it has, she admits, tested 
her faith at times. "There are times when I feel 


annoyed with God, because I keep thinking 
why? Sierra Leone is such a poor country 
anyway, and then for something like this to 
happen. But then, at the same time, I think 
'Why did He save me?' In doing all this He was 
saving me in one way or another." 

On those darkest of days, Paulina has found 
comfort in her work for the Oakington-based 
charity CBM UK, which works to transform the 
lives of people with disabilities in the world's 
poorest countries. 

She started volunteering for the charity when 
she first moved to Cambridge, and is now a data 
officer there, generating weekly reports and 
seeing first-hand how important their work is. 

"One of the attractions for me working with 
CBM is that indirectly I'm helping people in 
Africa," Paulina says. "They've been in Sierra 
Leone since 1980, and I know that 
they'll be there for the future too. 

Sometimes charities go to Africa, 
start something, go home and 
then it all collapses, but that's not 
the case with CBM." 

The charity launched its Ebola 
Emergency Appeal last October, 
and has raised over £25,000 
so far and counting. In a crisis 
situation, those with disabilities can 
miss out on vital information that will 
protect them; CBM is dedicated to providing 
help and support to ensure that's not the case. 
From posters and leaflets in braille, to mental 
health awareness programmes in vulnerable 
communities; they've introduced a number of 
measures to ensure no one is forgotten. "I see 
the fundraising total rise and think 'Yes! We're 
getting what we need,' says Paulina. "I know 
getting that money over there will help a whole 
lot; you can't imagine how many people it's 
going to help, and it feels good to be part of 
that." 

Paulina was born on the small island of 
Bonte near Sierra Leone, but grew up in the 
capital Freetown. She describes a "beautiful, 
cosmopolitan country, rich with lush greenery, 
stunning beaches, and friendly people." 

But that all changed when the civil war broke 
out in 1994. A brutal, bloody war, it raged on 
for 10 long years. "It was one of the worst wars; 
there were people chopping off hands - they'd 


ask if you wanted short sleeves or long sleeves, 
and sometimes, if they saw a pregnant woman 
they'd flip a coin and say 'Boy or girl', and then 
cut open the woman's tummy. 

"The most shocking memory I have was when 
I saw a rebel's head on a stick. It was one of the 
most dreadful things I've ever seen." 

Paulina left Sierra Leone in 1997 to join her 
husband in Cambridge. It was a tough decision, 
but the right one, she says, given the rebels 
took Freetown only a week later. "I don't know 
where all the hatred came from, we have such 
a friendly character, but nobody trusted each 
other during the civil war," she says. 

Sierra Leone finally emerged from a decade of 
war in 2002, and has been making major steps 
towards reconciliation, something which makes 

the Ebola outbreak even harder to swallow. 
"People were getting their lives back 
together before Ebola; things were 
picking up," Paulina says. "After the 
civil war, the government were 
asking everyone to come back and 
help rebuild the country, and a lot 
of people did, but most of them 
left again after Ebola. 

"It's really sad," she sighs. 

But there are grounds for 
optimism. In January Sierra Leone 
recorded the lowest weekly total of 
confirmed Ebola cases since August, and there 
are positive signs a cure could soon be found. 
Paulina hopes this will be the case, but remains 
cautious about what lies ahead. "What happens 
after Ebola?" she wonders. "What happens 
when all the help moves out? I worry it's not 
going to get any better. 

"Yes there's a decline in case load but there're 
still new infections, so the struggle continues. 

The world must not become complacent about 
Ebola." 

Paulina hopes by sharing her story she will 
make people realise that West Africa's plight 
cannot be forgotten. "This is my small way of 
contributing to the Ebola awareness, making 
people realise it is still there. There's not so 
much in the news now, and this is sad because 
people are still dying, and we can't just sit back 
and watch it happen," she concludes. 

"My wish is to see Sierra Leone back to the 
care-free, lovely, friendly country it is."

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THOSE expert Antipodean purveyors of excellent Pink Floyd music 
- The Australian Pink Floyd Show (TAPFS) - are undertaking their 
annual tour of Britain, including a stop at Cambridge Corn Exchange. 

This year's tour is called 'Welcome to the Machine' which alludes 
to a track off their follow-up album to Dark Side of the Moon - 
Wish You Were Here, which is celebrating its 40th anniversary this 
year. 

In the past, the Aussie tribute band has performed the Floyd's 
1973 magnum opus in its entirety, and this time, it's the turn of 
Wish You Were Here, famous for the track, Shine On You Crazy 
Diamond, Floyd's tribute to their founder, Cambridge legend Syd 
Barrett. 

On release in 1975, Wish shot straight to the top of the UK album 
chart (something Dark Side didn't quite manage). 

Some people at the time thought the album was only successful 
on the coattails of its predecessor, but Jason Sawford, founder 
member and keyboard maestro of TAPFS doesn't think that at all. 

"I personally think it's a great album," he says. "Obviously Dark 
Side is Pink Floyd's absolute masterpiece, Wish comes a close 


second." 

With it being the 40th anniversary, will TAPFS be performing the 
whole of the album? 

"Yes we are, as well as drawing heavily from Dark Side and The 
Division Bell. We'll also be touching on The Wall as well." 

But we can hope for a few surprises too, right? "That's right," 
says Jason. "We may be doing a number in tribute to Syd Barrett, 
probably Astromony Domine as it works very well in the set; and we 
may have a go at one of the songs from Endless River." 

As well as faithfully recreating the sound of Pink Floyd (so much 
so that Floyd's drummer Nick Mason has gone on record saying that 
the Aussie outfit are probably better than Floyd ever was), the show 
boasts some of the best visuals in the business. 

However, performing note-perfect recreations of known songs 
can be difficult Jason admits. "I've got to programme all the correct 
sounds into the keyboards and while I've done a lot of it in the past, 
it can still take weeks to do. 

"We have to create the exact sounds and it sometimes depends 
on the piece of equipment we're using." 


But is the band ever tempted to do a song a different way? 

"Well, the music is always faithful to the albums, but Floyd used 
to improvise early on and we listen to all the various versions and we 
do make it sound like Floyd improvising, and not like another band. 

"Finally, you have to have a certain mindset. For this music you 
have to be focused and disciplined - it's very much like being a 
classical musician." 

The band has been performing the music of Pink Floyd for nearly 
30 years now, does Jason still enjoy the job? "Well, it IS a job and 
I'm no longer a young man, but I still enjoy playing and of course 
it's great music to play - and there's the audience reaction which is 
always great." 

And there could be more to come... "There's loads more I'd like 
to do from the Floyd catalogue," admits Jason. "The Obscured By 
Clouds album has some lovely songs. There's a lot of scope."

Emma Johnsot 


Do you have many links with Cambridge? 

Yes, I went to Pembroke College and I'm an 
Honorary Fellow so I come back quite often. I'm 
really looking forward to my visit next month - 
Cambridge feels like a second home to me. 

What is your lingering impression of the 
city? 

I studied English literature and loved it, but 
from an early stage it was clear that music was 
going to be my thing. For the second part of my 
degree they allowed me to change and study 
music. It was a wonderful time. It was good to 
be surrounded by so many people who were 
good at music and excited by it. In those days, 
that period just before everyone had mobile 
phones, if you wanted someone to come to 
your rehearsal, you had to cycle across the city 
and put a note on their door, so it helped keep 
you fit too! 

What inspired you to play the clarinet? 

I loved the sound of it. I was already obsessed 
by playing the recorder, which I'd had from 
about the age of 4, so when they offered 
clarinet lessons at my primary school I jumped 
at the chance. I love the fact that it's such a 
vocal instrument, it seems to sing. In many 
ways, playing the clarinet is similar to singing. 
When I feel an emotion whilst playing, I'm 
aware this communicates itself to the audience. 
How do you manage to balance the 
demands of rehearsing, touring and 
recording with a personal life? 

Music is a vocation so it does rather take over 
your life. But I'm very fortunate to have a lovely 
daughter and, naturally, she is my priority, so I 
would always put anything to do with her first. 
She wouldn't want me to stop playing music 


World famous clarinettist Emma Johnson will 
perform alongside the acclaimed European 
Union Chamber Orchestra at Cambridge Corn 
Exchange as part of this year’s Cambridge 
News-backed Cambridge Classical Concert 
Series. ANDREW BURTON spoke to her about 
studying in Cambridge and how music has taken

and the music itself benefits from me having a 
family. 

What would you say to someone reading this 
who is thinking of coming along but isn't 
used to attending classical concerts? 

Concerts are much less formal than they used 
to be. There aren't any 'rules' as far as I'm 
aware. It's a very appealing programme on 
March 5, opening with Holst's St Paul's Suite, 
and including Greig's Two Elegiac Melodies and 
Mozart's Symphony No. 33. And the Mozart 
Clarinet Concerto, which I will be playing, 
is such a delightful piece of music, a real 
masterpiece. So I would say come along and 
enjoy the music, whether you're old or young, a 
regular concert-goer or a first timer. 

What else might you have done with your 
life if you had not become a clarinettist? 

My other idea was to become a writer and 
was very supported by my English teacher at 
school. That's how I got into Cambridge to read 
English. Always at the back of my mind, I keep 
asking myself: 'When are you going to write 
that book you've never written?' But I never 
have time. 

What important lessons has being a musician 
taught you? 

One of the nice things about music is that if 


you really work hard at it and have your own 
take on it then I think you can get somewhere 
in music. It also teaches you to remain very 
humble the whole time because one moment 
the audience is applauding but the next minute 
you might find that your reed has died on you 
and it squeaks so you feel a bit of a fool. The 
reeds that we use in clarinets are just reeds that 
you would find growing beside a pond; there's 
nothing high tech about them, and they are 
prone to breaking now and again. So it really 
helps keep you humble. 

If you could transport yourself back in time 
and be present at the premiere performance 
of any piece of classical music in history, 
which would you choose? 

Definitely Mozart's Clarinet Concerto. It would 
be absolutely fascinating to see how Anton 
Stadler, for whom Mozart composed it, played 
it at that first public performance. Stadler was a 
friend of Mozart's, they were both Freemasons 
together, and he was said to be a 'happy go 
lucky' sort of chap and in fact a bit of a rogue. 
He often borrowed money from Mozart and 
he actually lost the original manuscript of the 
concerto so scholars have been a bit hard on 
him. The story was that he pawned it because 
he ran out of money but then it was never 
seen again. He must have been a lot of fun to 
be around and he certainly inspired Mozart to 
write a number of heavenly pieces such as the 
Clarinet Concerto I'll be playing in Cambridge 
with the European Union Chamber Orchestra.

Focus on 

your garden 


EVER thought about how to capture frost-covered 
holly, close-ups of pretty petals or swathes of 
woodland bulbs in fading light? 

If you've not had much success taking good 
pictures of your plants, eminent flower and 
plant photographer Clive Nichols offers some 
useful pointers on how aspiring horticultural 
photographers can create pictures to frame 
proudly rather than instantly 
delete. 

''If you're shooting outdoors, 
give yourself the best possible 
chance of success and select 
somewhere photogenic. The 
garden of a National Trust 
or English Heritage property 
would be a good place to 
start, or alternatively a well- 
maintained public or privately- 
owned garden," says Nichols, 
who runs online courses on the 
subject. 

"Of course, if you're lucky enough to have a 
wonderful garden of your own, start there." 

The National Gardens Scheme (www.ngs. 
org.uk) has thousands of gardens that open 
nationwide to the public in all seasons, so check 
on your nearest open garden and go and visit - 
chat to the owners and they may well allow you to 


take some photographs. 

Take note of the weather, he advises. 

"Unless you want shots with subject movement, 
you should ideally shoot on a day when there's 
little wind." 

One of the major mistakes that amateurs make 
when photographing plants and gardens is to 
shoot in bright sunlight. 

"Although your brain is 
saying 'Wow, this garden 
looks amazing', your pictures 
will probably be disappointing 
because of dark inky shadows 
and bright, burnt-out highlights. 

"Put simply, your pictures 
will probably be too contrasty. 
Shooting on overcast days 
with a bit of sunshine pushing 
through the clouds will 
undoubtedly yield better results 
as the soft, diffused light allows 
you to capture the subtle colour 
and texture of flowers and plants. 

"Choosing the right time of day is also 
important. You can get good shots in the middle 
of the day, but I prefer to shoot with early 
morning or late afternoon light, when the sunlight 
is raking across gardens, throwing shadows which 
add three-dimensionality and depth to your 



photos. 

For garden scenes, look for interesting features 
such as statues, topiary, fountains or sundials and 
shoot along pathways to lead the viewers' eyes 
into the photo, Nichols advises. 

"Combinations of colourful flowers in borders 
can be very photogenic, so using a zoom lens to 
fill the frame with flowers works well. Keep your 
composition simple and don't include anything 
that doesn't contribute to your composition. 

"Things like plant labels or part of an ugly 
fence in the background can spoil a good picture. 
If you're shooting close-ups outdoors, select a 
specimen that's in good condition and isolate it 
against a plain, distraction-free background. 

"You can of course create wonderful flower 
images by buying some attractive specimens from 
your local florist and photographing them indoors. 
I personally like to shoot them simply, using 
natural daylight from a nearby window. If one side 
of the subject is too dark, you can reflect light

back onto it using a piece of white card." 

You don't need a camera bag full of expensive 
equipment to shoot good horticultural 
photographs, he continues. 

"It's best to keep things simple for wider garden 
scenes and take just one or two lenses - ideally 
a zoom and a wide-angle. If you want to get in 
really close to your subjects and fill the frame with 
a small part of a flower or plant, a macro lens is 
the answer." 

Most gardens look at their most colourful, 
vibrant best in spring and summer, but Nichols 
takes as many pictures in autumn and winter. 

Frost, snow and autumnal mists and fog add extra 
drama to your garden and plant photographs, so 
get up early to take some amazing photographs - 
ones that you will be proud to show to family and 
friends.

THE Honda HR-V is back, 16 years after 
it more or less invented the 'crossover' 
body style, and almost a decade after it 
was taken out of production. 

Honda knows it has to get back into 
the compact crossover market, and this 
is its weapon. It's said to be fun to drive, 
efficient and high-tech - but then that's 
the manufacturer talking. 

Interested? Buyers can expect a seven- 
inch touch-screen on mid- and high- 
grade models, petrol and diesel engines, 
'hidden' rear door handles to enhance a 
coupe-style look, and the same cleverly- 
folding 'Magic Seats' already seen in the 
Civic. 

The 453-litre boot dwarfs those of some 
of the HR-V's rivals, while in a bold move 
it will use an Android operating system 
for its media interface. Functionality will 
mirror that of a typical Sony, Samsung or 
HTC smartphone so buyers will already 
know how to use it.
